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What Can Wash Away Your Sins?

A well-known, old Christian Hymn reads, “What can 
wash away my sins? Nothing but the blood of Jesus!” 

This dear old hymn is exactly right! For the Bible 
clearly teaches a sinner can never find forgiveness with- 
out blood. 

Hebrews 9:22 states: 


“without shedding of blood is no remission [of sins].” 


God is a holy and righteous God, who despises sin. It 
so offends Him, that He demands death as payment for 
sin! But in His mercy, He’ll allow a substitute— 
something or someone to die in the place of the sinner. 

Under the Old Testament law, that substitute was a 
lamb. A Sinner was to bring that animal to the priest, 
who offered up the blood of that lamb to God for the 
remission of his sins. We read this in Leviticus 4:33-45: 


And he [the sinner] shall lay his hand upon the head 
of the sin offering, and slay it for a sin offering... And 
the priest shall take of the blood of the sin offering 
with his finger, and put it upon the horns of the altar 
of burnt offering, and shall pour out all the blood 
thereof at the bottom of the altar...and the priest shall 
make an atonement for his sin that he hath commit- 
ted, and it shall be forgiven him. 


The Bible is clear. 
based on shed blood! 

In the Old Testament, forgiveness came through the 
sacrifice of an animal offered to God by a priest. But the 
Bible teaches us in the New Testament animal sacrifices 


God only forgives man’s sins 
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are no longer needed, as Jesus Christ—The LAMB OF 
GOD—offered Himself as payment for our sins. 

Hebrews 9:26 speaks of Jesus: “For then must he of- 
ten have suffered since the foundation of the world: but 
now once in the end of the world hath he appeared to 
put away sin by the sacrifice of himself.” 

And in Hebrews 10:10-12 we further read: “By the 
which will we are sanctified through the offering of the 
body of Jesus Christ once for all. And every priest 
standeth daily ministering and offering oftentimes the 
same sacrifices, which can never take away sins: But 
this man [Jesus], after he had offered one sacrifice for 
sins for ever, sat down on the right hand of God.” 

Jesus Christ shed His blood as the sacrificial atonement 
for the sins of the whole world. The following verses cor- 
roborate this sound Bible truth: 


And he is the propitiation for our sins: and not for ours 
only, but also for the sins of the whole world. (1 John 2:2) 


..Christ died for our sins... (1 Cor. 15:3) 


Who gave himself for our sins, that he might deliver us 
from this present evil world, according to the will of 
God and our Father. (Gal. 1:4) 


Jesus Christ, GOD MANIFEST IN THE FLESH (1 
Tim. 3:16), died for our sins, and shed His divine blood 
(Acts 20:28) on the cross of Calvary. 

That one final blood sacrifice for ever is able to save 
anyone who comes unto God by him (Heb. 7:25). The 
sacrifice of Jesus Christ is the only way to find salvation 
from your sins, and escape impending judgment and Hell. 
God offers eternal life and forgiveness of sins, but it’s only 
THROUGH THE BLOOD OF JESUS CHRIST. 
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Colossians 1:14 makes this very clear: “In whom we 
have redemption through his [Jesus’] blood, even the 
forgiveness of sins.” 

And again in 1 John 1:7 we read the powerful words, 
“...the blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from 
all sin.” 

In Revelation 1:5, the apostle John speaks to Chris- 
tians about the blood sacrifice of Jesus, in writing: 
“Unto him [Jesus] that loved us, and washed us from 
our sins in his own blood.” 

Are you washed in the blood of Jesus Christ? You can 
be. The Bible tells us clearly that salvation is only by 
grace through faith, and not of works: 


For by grace are ye saved through faith; and that not 
of yourselves: it is the gift of God: Not of works, lest 
any man should boast. (Eph. 2:8,9) 


The question then arises, “Faith in what?” This brings 
us back to our hymn, for the Bible clearly teaches that 
salvation is by faith in the SHED BLOOD of Jesus! 

Romans 3:25-26 states: 


Whom God hath set forth to be a propitiation through 
faith in his blood, to declare his righteousness for the 
remission of sins that are past, through the forbear- 
ance of God; To declare, I say, at this time his right- 
eousness: that he might be just, and the justifier of 
him which believeth in Jesus. (Rom. 3:2-26) 


Have you been to Jesus for the cleansing power? Are 
you washed in the blood of the Lamb? You can be. Just 
trust the blood Jesus Christ shed as payment for your sins 
on your behalf at Calvary. Then you too can sing along 
with the chorus of that old blesssed hymn: 
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
